Neither can we ſuppoſe our Happineſs 
would be compleat, without the Re- 
ſurre&ion of the Body. As Soul and bo- : 
oy concur to the Conſticution of man, 
the Soul is in a State of widowhood till 
reunited to the Body. And in this Life 
the Body has a ſhare in the work and 
ſervice of the Man, which is tobe re- 
warded or puniſþed, as executing the de- 
ſigns of the Soul, And .the members of 
the Body ſerve as members of Righteous- 
neſs, or Sn. The Law of God commands 
the intire Man , compoſed of Soul and 
Body, and this Law is obeycd or violated 
by. both, though the moral good or evil 
of our AQtions be chi:fly attributed to 
the Sul, as the principal Agent ; But 
on 'this Account the.
